Dr. MeMillan is making some ap- 
peal to the temperance voters on the 
ground that-his party stands for pro- | 
hibition. It seems unlikely that the/ 
Conservative party, with Wm, 
Georgeson, its late head, and a whsle 
sale liquor man, its secretary, would | 
countenance a plank such as provin- 
cial prohibition. The Conservatives 
had in their so-called platform a 
promise to submit a plebiscite to the 
people on this question. The govern- 
ment, recognizing that there are 
many questions upon which the 
electors are divided in opinion, 
passed a Direct Legislation Bill, 
which provides for such questions 
auch more directly than a plebiscite. 
The Initiative permits 20 per cent of 
the voters based on the number of 
those who voted at the lust election, 
to demand legislation on any quest- 
ion, not being confined solely to this 
one. Is this nota reasonable pro- 
portion of the electorate to ask before 
bringing this matter before the 
people? Ten per cent can demand 
the deferring of proposed legislation 
util the people have expressed their 
wishes by means of a referendum. 
This is much more satisfactory to the 
electors than a mere promised plebis- 
cite from a party whose performance 
along temperance lines has never 
assumed any tangible form in any 
province in Canada, All temperance

LOYALTY OF CANADA 


PROMINENT SPEAKERS AT, BAN- 
QUET IN LONDON 


The Canadian viub Banquet in Lon- 
don Attended by Many Prominent 
Personages — Patriotic Speeches 
Mark che Proceedings, and Much 
Enthusiasm is Mani! sted. 
London.—Many prominent men at- 

tended the Ca.a « Club banquet. Sir 

Frederick William Taylor, who was 

chairman, had on lis right - Admiral 

Prince Louis of Battenberg, and on 

his left Earl Rosebery. Others pre- 

sent included Admiral Sir Major Gen- 

eral Sir J Hanbury Williams, S’: 

Arthur Lawley, Charles Meredeth,*Vis- 

count Milner, Sir Felix Schuster, Sir 

Edward White and Hon. Robert 

White. 

The speeches of the eventng lost po- 
thing in interest by being brief. Sir 
Frederick raised cheers by his re- 
ference to the spirit of the United 
Empire loyalists, which was the do- 
minating element in Canada in the 
defeat of Reciprocity. It may have 
been as quixo‘'c and illogical an act, 
she declared, as that of their loyalist 
progenitor , but it showed the same 
spirit was still alive and that Canada 
was Britis:. to the core. 

The chairman went on to speak 
briefly but earnestly regarding Can- 
ada’s credit In London. ‘The Domin- 
jon, said the banker, was almost en- 
tirely dependent for new capital up- 
on Great Britain, et he was compell- 
ed to say that the ignorance atill ex- 
isting among men holding high posi- 
tions in Canada was quite surprising. 
Some of his countrymen had gone 
forth to gather money thinking it fell 
from heaven, 

The present Canadian sovernment, 
pointed out Sir Frederick, was intent 
upon presenting a considerable sum 
of money for the construction of 
dreadnoughts, and his hearers ought 
to know that sooner or late that money 
must be horrowed in Great Pr'tain 
(Laughter). Criticism, he said; had 
been levelled quite naturally against 
certain phases of Canaqian borrowing. 
Let Canadians, he sald, he true 
themselves, remembering that the 
maintenance of Canada's credit in 
London money markets was vital, and 
that its curtailment would be serious, 
He advocated general action in crush- 
ing the vendor of spurious Canadian 
goods jin the British market. 

The best speeches were of the nav- 


al ond militory poliev ‘Tre 
Smithers, chairman of the Grand 
Trunk, who claimed to know some- 
thing about territorial militia, was 


positive that the force could nct be 
efficient under present conditions. He 
deplored the fact that Lord Roberts, 
at eighty years of age, was the only 
one who would tell the country the 
truth. 

Sir Charles Drury declared that he 
believed the navy was 
efficient and the country had never 
had a better first lord of the admir- 
alty. 

Major General Townsend declared 
that if the territorials did not get 
all the training that was necesgarv tho 
evstem and not the men, was at fault. 
He believed the territorinls could do 
as well as the forces in the American 
civil war. 

Prince Louls and Earl Rosebery did 
not speak. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS 


Some Ideas are Laid Before Commit- 
tee at Ottawa 

Ottawa.—F. <A. Acland, deputy 
minister of labor, told th» old age 
pension co:nmittee that there was no 
way out of the old age pension scheme 
for the destitute deserving poor, He 
also favored the goternment  tak- 
{ing up and developing the present an- 
nuities system, so as to make it both 
attractive and profitable to the wage 
earners and: people of moderate  in- 
come. This might have to be by con- 
tributions. 

J. C. Watters, president of the Do- 
minion Trades ind Labor Congress, 
gave very strong evidence in favor of 
an old age pension scheme, He main- 
tained that it was absclutely necessary 
for aid to be given to wage earners 
who are not sure of steady werk and 
who in addition have large families 
to support, so as to prevent them from 
drifting down into helpless poverty. 
Mr. Watters said he was also in favor 
of the governmen. taking care of both 
widows an! mothe’s with proper as- 
sistance, It has been found in other 
countries hat it is cheaper to aid the 
mothers than maintain their clildren, 


St. Petersburg Uproar 


St. Petersburg.—The Russian gov- 
ernment has shown itself capable 
only of following Austria's triumphal 
car, sald Deputy Savenko, a National- 
ist, in introducing 1: the chamber of 
deputies au dnterpoellation regarding 
the action of the police in charging 
the crowds and uging their whips to 
suppress the pro-Slav demonstrations 
recently held. These popular demon- 
stration: were held in honor of the 
victories gained by the armies of the 
Balkan allies over the Turks. M, 
Savenko said that the Naticnalists 
should not blame any individual min- 
ister for the brutal methods employed, 
but the supine political policy of the 
government. 

The ministe: of the {nterior, in re- 
plying, promised to investigate the 
accusations made against the police 
and, if sustained, to punish severely 
the guilty, 

After several members had spoken 
the sitting was closed, owing to the 
uproar.
